This was the very Parable that Tertul- 
lian ſpake to the Hereticks of his time 
( 4nd that 1s pretty ancient) They come 
forth, ſauth he, as an «Aſs ont of (ops 
pit, 4nd can neither tell who they are, nor 
whither they would , from whence they 
came, nor who ſent them; nor what right 
they have to extingu'ſh that glorious Uight 
of our bleſſed fore-fathers. faſt ſuch 4 
ſhameleſs and ridiculous beginung have 
our pretended pure Proteſtants of Inte- 
grity, which well proves their nallity, and 
that they ought to be ſo nobly atteuded, as 
to te have for retinue, Rapinc, Robbery, 
Murder, Sacriledg, Rebellion, ard Re- 
gretde, - All innovation, we know, is dan- 
£erons 
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eros im any State, whither Civil or Ec- 
cleſiaſtical, but principally in matter of 
Faith ; but you may pleaſe to take this for 
a Rule ;, 7 hey that follow the main current 
and £g woraltt pl of 4 Keltgion, ancient and 
well-grounded, canxzot periſh, but by the 
falling of Heaven ; nor ſtumble in their bee 
lief, but by entombing themſelwes in the ru- 
ines of Chriſtianity ; which God neither can , 
ner will ſuffer to be loſt, according to bus 
Promiſes, They which adhere to Novel- 
ties, ſail x a Sea full of Monſters and Tem- 
peſts, without Pole-ftar, without Rudder, 
without Pilot, or any other _ then therr 
own ſingle judgmert, which cannot chuſe 
but ver y certainly deceive them ; and doubt- 
leſs if there be any flames in Hell employed 
far the puniſhment of ſinfull Souls, p 
#w no queſtion but they ſhall be inflifled 
chiefly on thoſe who do endeavour daily to 
rend the garment of Jeſus C hrift, to break, 
the ſacred ſeams and connexions of the 
Church, to ftrike at all the lawfſull powers 
ordained by God, to throw diſorder, fire, 
and blood into the State of their Prince ; 
nay upon his very perſon, commit that ſa- 
cred murder ( called Parricide ) upon 
their King and ſheath their ſwords 14 the 
bowels of their Conntrey, which pats. me 
natrrally 
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na1urolly wpon theT bird £21THetor,or mark, 


- of a true Religion, and that is obedience to 


Fofeph,lib, 
1 8. E. 28, 


Magiſtrates both Eccleſiaſtical and Cinyl, 
and ade reverence in drvine Worſhip, and 
to all bely things, As ts the point of O- 
bedience how well it ſquareth with our Pre- 
reſtants of Integrity, and bow denzonſtrable 
it 1s, that they are, and muſt be Rebels, 
according to their own Principles, this fol- 
lowing Treatiſe dots moſt ſufficiently make 
appear, to which I refer you, But for the 
manner of their Drvine ſervice, ( as they 
call it) it 1s ſo barbarouſly ugly, aud 4- 
bominably naſty, that it wwld turn the 
flomackh of a g10d Jew, or reaſonable Turk ,

Religion, Exeant Parens, Gracerns, cum 
Bethlehems Gabore, with all his Proteſtants 
of difloyalty ;* and enter ſome, if we can 
fi:de them of better of Integrity. So we 
chan%e our Scene into the Netherlands. 


The Cockatrice 1s now arrived in Hol- 
lazd and Zealand 3 that norrible Akel- 
dama and Fie!d of Blood, and the Theater 
of molt travic2l and lamentable Rories. 
Now 
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Now as you have heard the Axicms and 
Pofitions at large before, cf thoſe grand 
Patriarchs of our pure Proteſtants of In- 
tegrity'; ſo the practices and tyrannies of 
theſe their followers , are here belt to be 
diſcovered ; and above all the actions of 
their Conſpiracy in the Union of #triche, 
were the moſt capital and infamous, A 
deyice it was, pertectly framed according 
tothe rules of Janus Brutus, and in imi- 
tation of their great Grand-father the 
Swiſs before ſpoken of,and of his ſanRifed 
Cantons ; which of it ſelf, is argument 
{trong enough to convince them of Re- 
bellion, though they have been ever plea- 
ſed to march under the notion of Religion, 
and Raming their War Bellums Sacrum, a 
Holy War. This Union was made bv the 
States 1578. who ſeeing the forwnate 
Proceedings of the Duke of Parma, and 
the whole courſe of the Milecontents, en- 
tered 1nto a perpetual League, compriſed 
in Twenty Articles for their mutual ſup- 
port and umion , as they vere pleaſed to 
term it, 

Firſt, They ef Holland, Zealand, 
Friezland, and Gulders, did joyn contra 
emnem vim, que ſub pretextu nomms 
Regis aut Keligioms inferretur, Againlt 
all

all force that might be offzted, under the 
pretence of the name of King, of of Re-"* 
ligion, 

After that, the Prince of Orange, and 
they of eAmmwerp and Gaunt, came with 
him into the League , and ſub(cribed it 
the Fourteenth of February, 1579. The 
which was afterwards confirmed at the 
Hagme, 20 July, 1581. Andtheſc 
of all this, was to abandon and aptiths 
King of Spain, and to. depoſe hum from 
his ewn dominion and inheritance. There- 
fore upon that, they eſtabliſhed an Edie, 
Que le Roy at Eſpage eſt deſchen de la 
Sergneurie du Pais Bas : Thatthe King 
of Spain was faln from his Soveraignty 
over the Low-Conntreys, And to make it 
more authentical , they deviſed a form of 
Abjuration from the King, and a partt- 
cular Revocation and Diſpenſation of their 
former Promiſe and Oath of Obedience, 
in theſe words. 


J. W. N. Do ſwear, avow, and bind my 
ſelf tothe Provinces wnited, to be loyal and 
faithful to them, and to aid them againſt 
the King of Spain, Coment un bon Vaſall 
du Pais Bas, as 4 g20d SubjeFt of the Low- 
Conmreys, 
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” And when they had taken that Oath, 
they broke all the Kings Seals, pulled down 
bis Arms , ſeized and entred upen his 
Lands , Rents , Cuftcms , and all other 
Heredicaments,and took the ſame into their 
own hands ; and as abſolute Lords, they 
coyned money in their own names, placed 
and diſplaced Officers of the Statebaniſh- 
ed all the Kings Counſellors, publiſhed 
Edits, pofleſt, the Church-Lands, ſup- 
preſt all that were of another Religion , 
belieged Amſterdam, and uſed all the 
Marks and Notes of Soveraignty in their 
own names. Did not their Brethren here 
that were equal Proteſtants of 'ntegrity,do 
juſt the ſame things in Exg/and ? 

Now the Reaſons they gave, why the 
King of Spar» had forfeited his Title and 
Right, were theſe. 

Firſt , The ſuppreſſing of their Re- 
ligien. | 

Secondly , For opprefling them with 
Tyranny. 

Thirdly, For abrogatirg their Privi- 
ledges , .and for holding them in. Bondage 
and. Servitude : For ſuch a Magiſtrate 
(they ſaid) they are not bound. to obey , 
(andiſo indeed are,as we have ſeenthe rules 
of their Religion ) but to eject him as a 
Tyrant, Were 
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Were not theſe the very Reaſonstht 
our Proteliants of Rebellioty in Eaglaid, 
uſed againft our moſt glorious good Kine 
Charles, to wage War againtt hifm, and 
afterwards' to murther him ? Believe it, 
theſe were examples and prefidents of mt 
dangetous conſequence , and which not a 
little concern all Princes to look well to ; 
for if SubjzeRts may depoſe their Princes, 
and make themſelves Judges, when they 
ſhall ſo forfeit their Crowns and Dignities; 
Qui ſtat, videat ne cadat, He that (tands, 
let him take heed leatt he fall. Kings had 
need to make their Seat ſecure, and to fit 
faſtif they can ; for theſe men make Mo- 
narchy itſelf but a very ſlippery hold : And 
indeed, Ambition and Treaſon can 'never 
finde a fitter cloak for their wearing,” thn 
that which is made of the Holland fathi- 
en, by the Religion of theſe Proteſtants 
of Integrity. 

Now that you ſhould the better judge 
of the particular quarrel of the Hollanders 
and their Confederates, I ſhould give you 
the whole Rory of that Rebellion ; bur it 
is te0 long torecite; I. refer every ingenu- 
ous Reader to their own Annals , which 
will convince them of the: horrideftApo- 
Racy from., i and Rebellion againft both

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King and Church , that was ever ſeen in 
the world before,nor can ever be matched, 
but by that of our Proteſtants of integrity 
here in England, 

It is moit true, that the Hollanders be- 
gan their Rebellion with Lutheraniſm; but 
that being too hut to hold, the gentle fluff 
of Calviniſm forſooth mult ets In, 
which carried within 1t, as it does every 
where, its curſed Quickfilyer ; which be- 
ing once admitted, made the hre ever after 
to be moſt uncuenchable. 

Thus did the flame burft cut, the peo- 
ple as in ſpight of all Laws, begun to 
mutiny, broke down the Kings Arms, and 
gov lo wilde, as in a rage they pulled 

own Images, robbed Churches, rifled 
Monaſteries, and contemned all Magt- 
ſtrates that ſought to appeaſe the troubles. 
And upon what grounds did they do all 
this ? Bleſſed St. Ca/win gave them a Diſ- 
penſation , which they have not been a- 
ſhamed to urge for their apology, A man, 
ſaith he, exce i/luminated with the truth, 
Siumn! vinculu omnibus obedityd: legibus Cu 
Eccleſie ſolntis eff, That is, he that hath 
once pertect krowlecge of their Goſpel, 
1s preſently abſolved trem all Laws, and 
Oaths- of Obedier.ce to the King or 
Church, ; Is 
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Is nvt this a bleiſed Leſſon? are not 
theſe holy Evangeliſts ? It is here worth 
noting how a Certain Hollander in his thud 
Defence of the Knited Provinces, calleth 
the King of Spain, Raptorem & Hereti- 
cum notorium, moſt inC aeatly ; and there- 
upon he infers, Annon potizes Regems Hiſpa- 
ne, quia Hereticua noterins «ft, ex ſo 
Regno , emnibus onnium Evanocelicorium 
viribus expellere oporteret ? 1 hus Pro- 
claiming ic the duty of all good Evange- 
liſts toexpel the King of .Sp4im, with all 
their might and main out of his Terrt- 
tories, becauſe he was a robber and a no- 
totious Heretick, 

Does not this man look like one of Ca- 
tilines Religion, though cloaked with this 
new Goſpel and pretended Protettancy of 
Integrity ? 

Now that this was down-right Rebelli- 
on, under that ſpecious pretext of Religi- 
on, their own Countryman, if they will 
be pleaſed to ſtudy himy one Henderins 
ſheweth at large , and indee4 has drawn 
up their Proceſs : Sed:trofs ſunt, ſaith he,

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ouilty of Sedition , who contrive any 
thing,” or conſpire 'agatnlt Goyernors or 
Deputies cf Kingdoms, or make any un- 
lavful Meetings, or trouble Citizens with 
Commotions. | 

Nov what is all this, compared with 
their dealings againlt Alva, Don Tuan, 
and'the Duke of Parma ? with their many 
Meezings at Breda, and Offerweal ; with 
their incenſing and encouraging the Geuz ; 
ith their defence of Harlem and Alcmar, 
Are not thoſe Aﬀtions good Comments 
upon their Law, and clear againſt them- 
ſelves ? But in another Chapter he pro- 
ceeds to declare the Conditions of a juſt 
War,

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Now if the States do but mark that 
ſine qua, they may well hold down their 
heads, and bluſh for (ſhame of their im- 
pious Rebellion, For in all their wars they 
neither had juſt cauſe, nor yet good colour 
of a cauſe, They were ſecured for their 
Religion by the Pacification of Gaunt , 
by the Perpetual Edit, and by the Arti- 
cles of the Treaty at Colen; by which 
they were to enjoy all without diſturbance, 
and yet would not they joyn with the States 
General to accept the ſame, 

Neither could there be refts intentio ; 
for it was onely to nouriſh diſcord and diſ- 
ovedience againit their Prince, It is true, 
they pretended ever Religion, and the 
peoples ſafety, as all Rebels uſe to do; 
but 1t 15 as true, that they likewiſe proſe- 
cuted the common ends of other Rebels ; 
not for the love of them , nor their Re- 
ligion, but his own private ends and pre- 
ſervation, Ambion aud Diſpair were 
his principal Motives and Counſellors, and 
a Revenge upon, and Diſpoſleſſing the 
King of his Soveraignty , were his perfect 
ends; and poor Religion his beloved Pro, 
teltancy of Integrity , ſerved him but as a 
mer (talkinz-horſe to all thoſe, 
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Beſides, let us but confider what Clau- 


le Brun it dins le Brun lays down in his Book of 
P/ax. Civ. Proceſs, both Civil and Criminal , who

addeth, T hat whoſoever ſurprizeth Towns, 
Caſtles, or Forts , without order of his 
Severaign, ( as the Count de Lumay did 
in Holland, and Voret, and Bar/and did at 
Fluſhing in Zealand, ) whereby the peace 
of the Country is broken : Or, Who at- 
tempteth againſt the life of his Soveraign 
er his Lieutenant, 1s guilty of Treaſon, 

Now theſe Maximes all Emrope hath 
ever held as Judgments and Decrees of 
eternal Reaſon, and inviolable Principles 
of State which are never to be called in 
queſtion. And if the States of Holland 
do nt obſerve, hold, and praftice the 
ſzum2, they can never expect peace at 
n- m2, Nor any order and obedience in any 
of their Dominions, 

By this it is manifeſt, That asin the 
beginning theſe Hoſtanders are julily tobe 
cairged with Sedition; (on their progreſs 
they (tand guilty of Treaſon and Rebelli- 
@: And then being ſo convinced Tray- 
tors by Law, is it not now alittle wonder- 
ful, that they ſhould become High and 
Mighty Lords by Law? I am ſure it is 
more by luck than cunning, that they have 
made 
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made themſelves ſo ; and it may prove a 

00d encourage ment to their own Soldiers 
Gi men can fo win Dis 2nities by Offences) 
to ſhare the Towns in Holland amongſt 
themſelves, or to induce them ta 2 Bellums 
Pyraticum or S»ciale, a (mart and quick 
war amongſt th-miclves, and to Cantonize 
that Province by their own Hogen Mogens 
example, 

Now that 1 c1ll all in this Religious 
Rebellion Hol/azders, 1 doit for divers 
reaſons. Firſt , For that they were the 
moſt notorious leading Cards ; and for the 
Matter of Religion at the making of their

They are now th2 Regula Lesbia, to

Thus did the Cockaitrice play his game, 
and: gt footing for his beloved Children, 
theſe Proteſtants of Integrity, in that

Now as for their pretended Priviledges, 
it is plain, That the King did never in- 
tend to make them void ; ſo they nave 
built themſelves upon m »{t falſe grounds, 
which ſome time or ocher,mult of necelſity 
fail them.

Kingdoms to be occupantiiom [1us; qui poteft 
rapere capiat, the ftrongeſt take all, catch 
as Catch can, A preſumption oppoſite to 
all Laws; and a portal to let in all confu- 
fion and ruine : But if the King ſhould, 
as they would have him, forfeit ,and loſe 
all his Authority and \2:5narzpe - yet l 
ſee not Why or how, they could alſo chal- 
lenge his Lands, and private Inheritance, 
for that mult needs deſcend by Lav, Be- 
ſides, 1f the King could forfeit his Sove- 
raignty, how can he forfeit it to his Sub- 
jects?

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As for the grievous ExaRtions they com- 
plain of ; w1de/icet, Of the tenth peny im- 
poſed by the Duke of eAl/vas : It will be 
neceſiary here to draw the Curtains,where- 
with they labor to ſhadoiy and obſcure the 
truth, Extream neceſſity and aot his own 
will, forced Alva to exact that, which 
neither he would have done, nor the King 
have ſutfered, if poſſibly to be avoided ;

Be- 
ſides, the King of Spain had ſent the 
Duke of Medina, 2 man of a milder ni- 
ture, to ſucceed eAlves (who partly by 
misfortune, partly by his ternneſs, partly 
by ſome errors, but moſt of all by ſome 
Foreign Princes disfavors, was grown odi- 
ous) who brought with him Two hundred 
thouſnd Duckets, which the Zealanders 
intercepted upon the Seas; and ſo was 
Alva by theſe means further plunged and 
perplexed.

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perplexed, But hereby it appears plainly, 
That it was neither the Kings pleaſure 
ner purpoſe (who intended ſo largely and 
liberally to furnifh thoſe C ountreys ;) but 
the extremity of his preſent wants which 
compelled Alva to thoſe Demands and 
Exactions : And ſo it was rather an oCca- 
ſion of ſcandal and offence, reflefted up- 
on the King and Alva, than deſerved by 
either, and a quarrel rather made and con- 
trived, than given, 

But now theſe popular Orators that 
plead ſo earntfily for the eaſe of the C om- 
mons, and ſeem ſo careful to procure the 
Exoneration of the Impotiticrns and Taxes 
laid upon the people : Why 4+ 11<y not 
now inveigh as much againſt thete rew 
Magmficos, now Hog*n Meger Lorcs of 
Holland, who are jo tar from 12yin;! down 
and diminiſhing the Sublidics and Fxciſes 
there,that they have railed and ausme-nted 
them in ſuch ſort , 5s atthis day no King- 
dom or Commenwealth in Chriſtendom, 
groaneth under the like burthens.. And it 
cannotbe yet forgorteri, how the Gentle 
Fatner of the people, as they call him, the 
Prince of Orance did propound and labor 
to wreit and wring from them of Hollaxd, 
the fixth peny towards his charge and main- 
tenance,

Who generally looked -upon you then but 
as buſie Apes upon- a houſe top, and as 2 
towering ſn oak. in the Socket of a greake 
Candleſtick, For ſach (as St, Bernard tells 
us) are all dignified per ſons without merit ;

And it 1s not his Ma'cfhies faylt, if not» 
withſtanding all thoſe great and fierce ccn- 
tradictions- ef peeviſh ſpirits, we are not 
yet reconciled into a brotherly amity, and 
as one mans children, if we do reverence 
- Sacred Majefly as our ccmmon Fa- 
ner, 

Our Cattel are as plentiful as ever, cur 


_ fields no leſs fertil and fragrant;nor yet ae 


cur Hillocks leſs filled with Ears of Corn, 
than they were before cur late urnatural 
Wars ; all which we muſt needs attribute 
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to his Majefties m»ſt pious care and pre- 
ſervation, in Whoſe power it was for our 
ingratitude, to have throw; us all into our 
deſerved confuhion, and conſzquently de- 
ſolatioh ; by which m:ans he hath-byilt 
himſelf a living monument in th& hearts 
of all true Englhmen ; 'in which -he will 
live more honorably a thouſand times, - and 
ſo be repreſented-to after ages, than all 
thoſe great Monarchs of- Egype, ir their 
rich Marbles, Pyramids, and Obelisks.

Butupon this 1t 1s not 
impoſſible but ſome skillful Mythologiſts 
mightere& this Fable, A Princely Liot 
that was for long time acknowledged King 
of the Wilderneſs of S:ina:, made himſelf 
a moſt Rately den , a Palace equal to' the 
dignity of his Royal Perſon and Authort- 
ty : Nov there was a brood of moſt ſub- 
tile and moſt miſchievous ſerpents there- 
abouts, who had an evil eye upon the ſtate 
and authority of this Royal Lion, and a 
defire to make themſelves Maſters of his 
den, Thig'wicked defign of theirs they 
moſt ſecretly and craftily carried on , by 
rivate plots and conſpiracies, bandying 
in his counſels, and ploughing with his 
Heifers. But prevailing nothing with all 
that, they entred into a Solemn League 
and Covenant, by arms and open force to 
expel him from thence, or reduce him un- 
der their obedience. Upon this very ma- 
ny Battels were a betivixt them, —

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{the valour and vigilance of the Lien, was 
© great, anc i1.ch the gicelity cf his other 
good Subjedts, that in Ice Years they 
cculd yet gain linle or nothing frcm him. 
At laſt the Serpentine power growmg

The yeourg Lien in the mean While 
ſeeing two molt vaſt and hidecus Serpents 
had gotten the poflefſion oh, his Imperi- 
al Den, enceaveured to ſave himielf by 
Aight frcm their infernal ſerpentine fury, 
and accordingly tranſported himſelf into 
another country, where he lived for ma- 
ny yeers a diſccnſolate firarger, and not 
a little difireſt : Yet nowithſtanding let- 
eth ſlip no'opportunity that might ad- 
vance his Intereſt in Paleſiixe ; at length 
after many moſt valiant Effays and At- 
tempts, to tegain what his father had _— 
an 
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and with little or no ſucceſs, |he calts- a 
Forreſt. Council about him, and way at 
laſt adviſed by the Fox to lye quiet for: a 
while, not to ſir at all; for all his quick 
and ative oppaktion, did -but keep his 
enemies more waking, and hold them-ce- 
mented togerher in bonds of ſtrifter un- 
on ; and ſo he was contented to! fit fill 
for a while, and give that viperous brood 
mare leiſure. to. defiroy. one ansther : 
which fell out according. to the Fox his 
counſels, and the Lions expectations ; For 
the twe great Serpents that had made 
* themſelves Princes ef the place, and uſur- 
pers of the Lions right, fell into ſuch fierce 
and unreconcileable differences, that the 
quarrel could never have end till one had 
baniſht and driven out the other; for it is 
moſt certain, as the wiſe Spaniard informs 
us, in el amar, in | mandar no quiere 
compama ; nor love, nor lordſhip can brook 
any Rival: There is but one Sun neceſla- 
ry in heaven, and one King in a Country; 
a great ſpirit cannot endure a crown made 
Creſcent-wiſe, but will furniſh out the 
roundneſs of the Circle, 

In fine, the worſted Serpent now bei 
beaten into extream deſpair, addrefle 
bimſelf to the young Lion, and proffers his 
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utmoſt aſſiſtance to reftore him effeQive- 
ly to his right, ſo he will be pleaſed but 
tolet him have. onr corner of his Den, and 
a part of his power ; to which the Royal- 
hearted Lion readily afſented;ſo with mu- 
tual forces they prevailed to repofleſs the 
Den, and ſlay the Maſter Serpent, Now it 
is yery notorious, that the beaten and ba- 
riſht Serpent, was. aiding and aſſiſting to 
the Lion , not for any kindneſs, or love 
to him, or his cauſe, but for his own pre- 
ſervation, and to revenge himſelf upon 
his treacherous ccmpanion, ' And 1t is 
ſaid, that ſo noble and ſo perfidicus a na- 
ture net being. able to cohabit long in 
peace together, the Serpent ill according 
to its Deviliſh Lucifertan nature, con- 
ſpiring to be ant Ceſar, aut mbil, ſole 
King or nothing ; they fell into a moſt 
bloody combat, at the ſame time that this 
Seignior of Beawmanoir was paſlng by, 
who like a noble, cordial Cavalier, enga- 
ging his ſword in the Lions behalf, ſlew 
the Serpent, and ſo freed that Monarchy 
from any more of the Serpentine ſervi- 
tude, 

But now here I muſt be forced to draw 
a curtain over the horrid miſdeameanours 
& my own Countrymen, which are not

Ofander witnefſeth the ſame in his 
ninth Century, and "divers others of the 
ſathe 'reforming race, who have them- 
ſelves written altogether as Rebel Do- 
arines, yet tax wickieff highly for tis; 
that all wicked men ſhould loſe their pro- 
piety : So as if Princes be ſo, which reſts 
1w' their ſanity onely to judge, they muſt 
preſently forfeit their Crowns, And yet 
Mr: Fox calleth him, Stellam matutinam 
7 medro nebule, & Lunam plexam in die- 
bad i1l:s,, a morning far in the middle of a 
fog, and the full Moon of the time; and 
the- corſcquence of thoſe DoArines may 
beſeen i the ftories of Sir John Oldca- 
file Lord Cobham, and Sir Roger Afton , 
hogtls two 
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two. of Wick//Fe Diſciples, who raiſed 3 
Rebellion accordingly, and wers by that 
ative King Hewry the fifth, defeated, and 
deſervedly put ta death for Herefie and 
Treaſon, And how careful that phana- 
tical OldeaFFle was of his Followers, may 
be ſeen in his Speech ts vis Tho, Erping- 
ba, that if he ſaw him ciſe the third day 
from the derJ, he ſhould procure quiet» 
ne(s and favour to thoſe of his Set : Bug 
by his not reſurre&ion as he promiſed , 
his Se& lay Arangled in the Cradle , and 
buried with _ him till King Edward the 
ſixt his days, when ſom2 ends of it were 
taken up again, and ſet out with more 0- 
ftentation then ever in that Princes Mt- 
nority; and what rare etf2&s of obedience, 
were by that means produced in Queen 
Maris time, who brought them up a- 
2ain tothe Teſt, may bz egfily read in 
our Chronicles, Whereinitis plain, t 
in the poor five years of he: ay =: 
was de fafts more open and violent appo= 
fition and rebellion made by her own 
SubjeAs, than Queen E/iz4'eth hal in 
fortie five yeers, ar any Prince before, gr 
fince- the #icklifiav D>4rine ; till the 
ſame ſmothered fire broke out at laft in 
our good Kipg Charles his time , tg iu 
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utter raine,- and the ſhaking of the very 
foundations of his Monarchy. 

And yet to this very 'day is Wick/if 
held' For agrand Apolile ameng(t all the 
Phanaticks in Exg/and, who are at preſent 
more numerous than ever, Howloever it 
cannot enter into me to beleeve that he 
deſerved the Honour to be reputed the firſt 
Father of our Proteſtants of Integrity ; 
though he might poſſibly by that - ſingle 
Do&trine of his, open a gap toall thoſe 
oallant Champions againſt Kings that ſuc- 
ceeded him, So exit Wick/effws ; and en- 
ter valiant Martin Luther, who is by 
ſame, and truly not altogether ur\deſerved- 
ly,ſuppoſed to be the great Grandfather of 
theſe prodigious Dotines - againſt the 
State, Dignity and Perſons of Kings and 
Princes, 

It is well known that in the yeer of our 
Lord 151 4 the whole eſtate of the Church 
joyed a ſetled Peace, and all their ancient 
Rights and Priviledges : All Princes with 
oreat devotion were Nurſing-Fathers and 
Prote&tors of it ; there was a perfe& har- 
mony and correſpondence , ( for all mat- 
ters of Religion and Faith ) between the 
Church of Rowe, and the Princes and 
Common-Wealths ' of all Chriſtendom, 
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Amo 15715. Martin Luther an Augue 
Rane Frier ,. a man of a turbulent ſpirits 
was indeed the fir{t that broke this long 
and happy peace, who' having interpoſed 
himſelf m the fatal buſineſs of Indulgen- 
ces (ſent by Pope Leo the tenth into Ger- 
many) began firſt as Protor for his Or- 
der to preach againſt the injury dene to his 
fraternity , again{t the covetouſneſs and 
abuſes of the Calle&ors, and. againſt their 
Authority which did nominate them, Ce. 
And finding ( as Novelty is ever at firtt 
well entertained by the multitude ) Pops /s 
placere quas feciſiet fabulas , and percei- 
ving alſo ſome of the greateſt Princes in 
Germany did hear him, and would be rea- 
dy to back him upon all occaſions, and in 
all his proceedings, putft up with vain- 
glory, and an ambitious conceit of him- 
ſelf, he preſently ſet himſelf upon higher 
ſtrains, and as a man grown fick in his ſpt- 
rits, and of a fiery diſeaſe, he begun to 
rave and def:me all Church Government; 
he abandoned his Cloiſter, caſt off his 
Habit, and renounced all obedience to his 
Supertours : For now he preacheth ag1inſt 
the whole Clergy , againſt the Tyranny 
and Superiority of the Biſhop of Rome , 
(whoſe Authority in matters Ecclef-ſticl 

as 
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was till then held ſacred)o2rſwaded thepeo- 
ple not to render him or them any obedi- 
ence: I hz P55e he term:d Satan fſinues Pa. 
pens, & Meſſem Aſim;che Prelates,he cal- 
led blind guides; the Religious, he termed 
Swine, and Candles ſer unJer a Buſh2l. 
Thus he ſought #91 purgare abuſus, ſed 
tollere ordinerns, Triticum (499 212,440 tvel- 
kere ſtuduit; not to cleanſe the Church of 
abuſes, but to extirpate all Order, and to 
pluck up the Wheat with the Weeds. 
Nav his firſt Rp towards all the Tra- 
g2dies he intended,was this ; that he might 
work his miſchief and confuſion in the 
Civil State the hetter he firſt tears in 
pieces the Eccleſiaſtical, and ſo proclaims 
open War againſt all the Bifhops in Ger- 
my; and therefore writes a Book expre(- 
ly, Contra ſtatum Eccleie, & adverſus 
falſo nominatum ovdinens Epiſcoporune, a- 
eainſt th2 State of the Chyrch , and the 
O-:der of Biſhops fulſly ſo called ; in 
which he ſends out his Bull, as he call; ity 
in theſe words, 
'. eMttendite wobis Epiſcoporuns umbre, 
wnlt v1bis Bullam > Edictuns legere, non 
valde teneris veſtyis' auribus, placiturum ; 
and this was his Le&1re worth the hear-

begin- 
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beginning of the Warld Princes general- 
ly are, and ever have been, the arranteſt 
Fools, and wickedelt Knaves living ; and 
for; fear he ſhould not be ſufficiently un- 
derltood, he interprets himſelf preſently 
after, Qmuis neſcut Þ-rincipes eſie carnem fe- 
rinam in c&ls, as great a dainty in Hea- 
ven, a5 Veniſon is upon the earth, that a 
Prince ſhould have a ſaved ſoul : And then 


in his Book of War againſt the Turks, he 


concludes them abſolutely unfit to govern 
the affairs of Chriſtendom, C eſarem 
neque caput efſe Reipub, Chriſtiane, vel de- 
fenſorems Fider , & Evangeli : & oportere 
ſane Eccleſiam habere alium defenſorem 
quam ſunt Imperatores & Reges : That is 
doubtleſs toſay, That he will have no bo- 
dy Head of the Church, nor Defender of 
the Faith, but his own ſan&ified ſelf. 
Kings at leaſt cannot be; for he gives his 
Reaſon for that, Eos namque eſſe peſsimos 
hoftes Chriftiamſmi & fides, Did evet 
any Prophets, Apoſtles or Primitive Chri- 
Rians,uſe ſuch a barbarous liberty of ſpeech 


againſt their Perſecutors ? no not againſt 


Nere, Duocleſian, or Julian, the wicked- 
elt Tyrants that ever the earth bore, 
Did E/ras his Prototype, as his Diſci- 
ples would have him to be, ever rage ſo 
madly

madly againſt Ahab and Jez.abe/? Did 
not St, Parl uſe Feſtus with more Reve- 
rence ? And without doubt no Chriſtian 
and. true .zeal can be ſo irregular, ſo rude 
and ſountemperately paſſionate, as to give 
the plain lye to Ceſar his Soveraign, and 
to the Princes of the Empire : To pro- 
claim him and them Salvages, Baboons, 
Fools and Tyrants, blind Buzzards ; and 
that the Turk was a wiſer, and an hone- 
{ter man than they. To affirm as itwere 
in ſcern and hatred of Majelty and Roy- 
alty, that a wiſe and a good Prince is as 
rarely to be found as a black-Swan ; that 
commonly Kings and Princes be the moſt 
doting Fools, and Reprobate Knaves in 
the world, that they were a curſed and a 
damned Crew ; as if there were no place 
vouchſafed in heaven for ſuch Caitifts as 
Kings. Theſe are rare motives doubtleſs 
to the people, to render due obedience to 
their Princes, 

But yet leaſt this rayling ſhould not ds 
his feat, and that the world ſhould fa- 
yourably interpret all that language to be 
but a paſſionate heat againſt ſorne particu- 
lar perſons;and not that nedid intend to a- 
buſe and enervate the very ſacred Power it 
ſelf and funRion of Kings: nay to take the 
Crown 
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Crown from off their heads if be could, 
and to expeſe their Prerogatives and all 
Regalities te the malice and conte 
the people, he muſt yet determine 
buſineſs more pcſhuvely and cathegrati- 
cally againſt them ; and therefere in his 
book againit the Bores, he ſends this 
oreeting to the Princes; Scratws Bon 
D omm Deums ſic precurare quod ſnbdut 
nec poſcunt, nec debext, nec volunt, 7 yrau- 
aidem veſtram ferre duitinw, Know ye 
my gocd Lords, that God has ſo provi- 
ded, that ycur SubjeQts neither can, ſhall, 
will or ouzht to endure your Tyranny any 
longer. 1hen in his Cemmon places, 
Pulchre wero won turbaxdam pacem Publi- 
cam #rbitrarts, & thrbandam pacem eter- 
wans Det ; non (ic Palatint, nwn ic + As if 
it ,vere undeubrecly true, that the peace 
of God, and the peace of the Empire, 
were incompatible : I am ſure the old 
Lawes and Government of the Empire, 
and Lnthers new-Goſpel were vety ixcor-

Tf it be lawfull for me 
not onely to contemn, but tread under 
foot the Popes Decretals, the Decrees of 
Councils, the Lawes and commands of 
the Emperour, and all Princes, for the 
defence of Chriſtian liberty ; muſt I be 
forced to accept the tranſa&tions of your 
pictifull Viſitatiy, in the place of Lawes? 
See how he ſerved his own Mafter ; In- 
deed Ile ſay that for him, he dealt his 
blows againft Princes very impartially, 
Now indeed after all this, may it net 
be very well imagined, that this Anti- 
monarchical Egg of the Religious Cocka- 
trice was laid in Martin Lithers boſome ? 
eſpecially if we well obſerve how Calw1n 
and he do ſymbolize together in the point, 
how they ſpeak one language, wear both 
thelike colours, and the very ſame faſhi- 
on, if you will obſerve a little further 
out of Luther, Nebulonts iftt ex Nobili- 
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rate, Tyranm & qus inducunt Aninmns 
ideo nobis Evangelinm dediſſe, #oſq; ex car= 
cere Pontificio expediviſe, mt poſſint ipft 
avaritie ſue luare : Theſe Knaves, faith 
he of the Nobilfty, theſe T yrants per- 
ſwade themſelves that Go4 has therefore 
eiven us his Gofpel, and delivered us out 
of Papiſh bondage, that they my facri- 
fice to their own Covetonfneſs, And 1n 7, 
his Epiſtles he ſayes, Prencipem efſe &

prietas, It is no wonder, ſaith he, -that 
ſecular Kings are Gods enermes, and do 
with all hoſtility perſecute his word ; 1t 1s 
planted in their very natures ſo to be, 1t1s 
their inſeparable propriety. 

Thus by his Rules as we'l as Calvins, 
there is a plain Antipathy between Roy- 
alty and Religion; - and ſo I am ſure by 
better conſequence between their Retigion 
anl Loyalty, G 4 Buc 
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Put to proceed a little further : Aules 
Prineipum, ſaith he, vere poſſunt dict ſe- 
des & Thronus Diabolt, We 
boli, quot fere Amlici ; Courts of Princes, 
ſaith he, may be truly ſaid the Seats and 
Thrones of the Divel, and by conſe- 
quence Kings muſt be the Devils, though 
he ſaith onely that Courtiers are ſo, Yet 
again, Principes ſunt flagitioſiſſims Ne- 
bulones : Princes, ſaith he, are moſt wicked 
Knaves; the reaſon followeth, Sunt enim 
Dei Liftores, & GCarmfices quibus ira di- 
vina ad puniendos improbss uti ſolet, &c, 
For they are no better than Gods Ser- 
geants, Executioners and Hangmen, to 
puniſh people upon earth, Yet further, 
Nullum neq; jus, neq; fidem, neq; veri- 
tatem apud Principes ſeculares reperive 
licet ; There is neither faithnor truth to 
be found amongſt ſecular Princes ; they 
have neither honeſty or juſtice, And 
then you may take for a very good con- 
cluſfion, Quid ergs Prixcipes doceam & 
bufuſmodi Porcis ſcribam ? To what pur- 
poſe ſhould T go about to teach Princes, 
or inſtruc ſuch ſwine as they are ? 

Thus you ſee how theſe holy men and 
bleſſed Reformers, have divinely con- 
ſpiredin this unity, ( how different hows 
they 
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they are 1n other points, even diametri- 
cally oppoſite in all other dodtrines ) as led 
by the ſame Spirit, to arrive at the ſame 
moſt Chriſtian and holy end, to nouriſh 
a deacly feud ayairſt all Kings and Prin- 
ces, afnimat2 them to Rebellion, and in 
effect to ſubvert all Civil Government. 

That Later was a Proteſtant, is mot 
certain ; but what his integr ty was you 
have fully ſeen ; nor will I deny that 
Zuinglins, Calvin, Beza, Pare, Graces 
rus, Knox, Buchanan, Gilby, were all 
as. good Proteſtants as Luther himſelf in 
this point, and of great integrity, who 
have all like great and glorious Champt- 
ons of the Proteſtant Faith, attempted to 
Cantonize all Kingdoms into ſeveral Cir- 
cles, as they have done already their 
French Church, which they call their new 
Ark to preſerve and redeem the miſerable 
world from a pretended inundation of 
impiety, 1gnorance, and irreligiop. 

Thus I have been bold to draw the Pi- 
Qture of Faction abroad, that is now diſtin= 
ouiſhed by the title Proteſtants of inte- 
ority, With a face ſo full of frowns and 
fternneſs, that by the very phyſiogmony 
of them, you may eaſily judg how un- 
quiet and turbulent the conſtitution of 
them 
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them 1s like to be ; but yet we cannot 
juſtly d:termine who is the great Grand- 
father of theſe ſeditious, reb2llious and 
King-killing DoArines. 

But now at length by tedious travel,

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which may be an example to all fellowing 
poſterity,leaſt otherwite by private Spleen, 
or Pride, &c. wefall into terrible errors, 
and think to hide cur wickedneſs with the 
cloak of Religicn, 

This as I take it, ſerves not totheir 
rurpoſe, Iam ſure here is more diſcreticn 
and duty, than ad fursas abrigere, to hut- 
ry them away to the Gallows ; more Or- 
der and Government, then preſently ſ/- 
pendere, to hang them up: Ard it we 
mark well, we-hall finde that in this laſt 
Century of years , there have been more 
Princes depoſed and murthered fcr their 
Religion, by theſe Proteſtants cf !nte- 
erity, than have been in all the others ſince 
Chriſts time, by the Popes Exccmmuni- 
cation, or the attempt and means of Rs- 
man Catholicks, How can then the Prin- 
ces of this age , Walk amongſt ſo many 
ſhelves and precipices,not ſo much as once 
opening their eyes to behold the Abyſs 
that they haye under their feet ! ſo many 
heads cruſht in pieces by theſe cruel Cock-

abſolutely and dogmatically affirms 1t not. 
His words are theſe, Fall; poſſum ut hu- 
manu; / quis meliora attulerit, gratias 
a9am, | may be deceived as a man, and 
if any man bring me to a better light, I 
ſhall be thankful to him.

Now if you'l be pleaſed to take the 
pains to compare theſe Primitive Catho- 
lick and truly Chriſtian DeEtrines and 
Duties, with the opinions and practices of 
our modern Evangelifts, and late Prote- 
Rants of Integrity, which we bave alrea- 
dy decuced, you will quickly find their 
pecigree,whether they are deſcended from 
Jeſus Chriſt, or the Cockatrice, And 
rruly it is worth the neting, What an 
EvTexaTaxerars they Carry about them,

tenberg ; And Luther may very well pre- 
tend to have taken his waterccurſe frem 
the Conduit of Wick/efiſts and waldenſes ; 
and they again have burrowed out of the 
broken Ciſterns of Gods Church, thoſe 
ancient ſons of diſobedience and Rebelli- 
on , the declared enemies and caſtaways 
of Chriſtianity in all ages; 1 mean the 
whole gang of old condemned Hereticks, 
till you come up to the Grancfather of 
them all Simon Magus, who was the 
faithfull ſcholler, anc legitimate ſucceſſor 
of the Traytor J#das, who was undoubt- 
edly the firſt Chriitian of this crew, that 
now call themſelves Proteſtants of Inte- 
erity, 

And if you pleaſe to marke it, our En- 
eliſh Proteſtants cf Integrity that bought, 
and their Religious brethren the Scots 
that ſold, playd the very ſame game with:

that all the world may very well conclude 
tim to be their true Apoſtolical Father, 
and Prototype. 

But yet God forbid that we ſhould here 
ſet a op to the Princely Pedigree of cur 
pure Proteſtants of Integrity; for the noble 
ſpirit of Rebellion reignd ſure before 
Jeſus Chriſt as well as f{ince; and good 
Jewes of Integrity there were , before 
the kind of Chriſtians. And now me- 
thinks I ſez the old Phariſees, and our 
young ones called Proteſtants of Integrity, 
ſitting very lovingly together in our San- 
hedrim, and agreeing perfectly together 
in all points, as Buchazan and his Compli- 
ces did fince about the Paſcal Lamb, How 
religiouſly didthoſe old Jews of Integrity 
murther the true Prophets of the Lordthat 
he had graciouſly ſent nnto them , and 
harkened to dreamers of Dreams, and 
new fangled falſe Prophets of the Cock- 
atrice kind, that blew and bolſterd them 
up in their wickedneſs! Jult ſo did our 
late Proteſtants of Integrity murther theic 
pious, reverend and learned Prelates ; " 
the 
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the Archbiſhop of Canterbury with the 
Sivord , and others with Impriſonments, 
Exiles, and Starving, 

Did not this Spirit of Integrity poſleſs 
Abſolom ,, when he rebelled againſt his 
King and Father, and ſpoke buttered words 
to the people ? and Shimes when he re+ 
viled the Lords anointed ? It did ſo ſure, 
and the one for his rebelling, and the other 
for his reviling , were perfect Patterns , 
as well as Predeceflors, to our Proteſtants 
of Integrity. 

To paſs by all others (for T ſhould bz 
infinite to enumerate all particulars) let 
us come to the murmuring and diſobedient 
Iſraelites in the Wilderneſs, againlt Moſes 
and Aaron, the Civil as well as Spiritual 
power, eſpecially Korah, Dathan , and 
eAbiram, and you will ſwear, that thefe 
are lincally deſcended from thoſe : A 
blefled Otf-ſpring from moſt precious 
Parents. 

From hence - let us ſtep up to Nimrod 
and his aflociates, making Fortifications

No- 
thing grieves them more, than what they 
are to pay to God and the King ; and 
therefore they have inſtituted a Religion 
that will diſpence with giving to neither : 
For to the King we arenot bound, longer 
than we pleaſe, to pay ahy thing ; and to 
vive any thing to God, or the poor for his 
ſake, is Superſtition, Who ſays now , 
that our Proteſtants of Integrity are not of 
a very ancient Extract ? 

But yet we muſt trace them a little 
higher ; Who was it preached and practiſed 
Diſobedience in Paradiſe, Was it not the 
Serpent ? and towhom was this DoQrine 
of 
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of Rebellion firſt preached ? to a woman ; 
which makes all our Presbyterian Tribe 
All to be tampering with that ſex, And as 
one ſaid, that the heſt way to raiſe an Ar- 
iny was te preſs the women, for that men 
would follow : ſo they as the old Cocka- 
trice did. with Exe, firſt enſaare the fim- 
ple weomen, and make them to drag their 
Husbands by the horns after them, 

And upon what pretence does the Ser« 
pent work ? that mankind might know 
Good and Evil forſooth ; ſuch ſpecious 
pretences have our Diabolical Brethren 
new, to bewitch poor people from theic 
duty and obedience, 

Nay this Serpent too was the firſt Re- 
bel that ever was, for he would have de- 
throned God himſelf : What do our Lu- 
ciferian Crew endeavour leſs every day, 
making him in their Doctrines guilty 
both of fin and folly, and fighting againſt 
his Images and Vicegerents upon earth? 
$o then I think We have it, this Cocka- 
trice ego was laid.in Paradiſe it ſelf, and 
what greater Petigrce can be than from 
the high and mighty Zurifer ? 


Now truly to make theſe prefumed deer 
children of God thus to proceed from their 
I 2 Father 
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Father the Devil may be taken far abit- 


terneſs and extremity of paſſion in me a- 
cainſt that Party, and hate to their pet- 
ſons, which I protett before God I am 
clear frem, ( for I have and alwayes had 
many of my' neereſt relations unhappily 
engaged that way ) but only a deteftation 
of their impious opinions, and more pro- 
digious practices , which do cleerly de- 
monlirate them to be deriv'd from the 
Divel, or all the world beſides to be ſo ; 
For the do&trines of the whole Church of 
Chritt have alwayes been diametrically 
oppoſite to theirs ; if they then ſtand up- 
right in the fight of God, Chriſiianity 
it ſelf muſt of neceſſity fall to ground, 
which God has 'promgiſed never to ſuf- 
fer, 


Over and abcue all this, Ididever pre- 
ſume, the derivation of thoſe Do&rines 
to be from the Devil long before I made 
this tri ſearch and inquifition into their 
extra& and petigree : and my reaſon was 
onely this, becauſe their poſitions did not 
at all conſift with humanity ; and there- 


fore man, nor any power humane, could - 


at any time be founder, or undertake to 
be defender of tnem, 
We 


nn 
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We have ſeen ſufficiently already, how 


much theſe terrible Tenzts do contradict 


both reaſon and Religion, Canon Lawes, 
and Divine Relyaations, thz opinions 
of all Primitive Chriſtians, and the pra- 
Rice of the whole Church : nay are they 
not moſt cleerly convinced by Civil 
and Common Law, nay Philoſophy and 
Common ſenſe. The Luv is plain, Lz- 
gibus 108 alligati ſum, we ar2 not tyed to 
Lawes; who then is capable to judg a 
Kings, that is above Lawes ? though it 
is a great part of their gv9dneſs to obſerve 
Laves, as thz ſame Emperour declares, 
Legibus tam:n vivimu; and again, dig- 
na vox eſt Majeſtate regnantis legibus 
alligatum ſe Principem profiters, It is a 
Princes dignation to dzſcend to oblize 
himſelf to Lawes : and the reaſon of all 
this is, becauſe he is preſum2d to be ali- 
ving Law, 

The Law again 1s plain, as has bez? 

ewed already, that no war can b2 made 
without the Authority of ch2 Prince, /ine 
up eft leſa Majeſtas ; otherwiſe it muſt 


be treaſon ; and this I ſay is a fundam2n- 


tal Lay in. every Monarchy : but it is 
plain our Proteltants of Integrity would 
tur the wholevorld into a D2mccacy, + 
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by leaving the bridle in the peoples hands, 
which what a pretty beaſt it is when it has 
aflerpbled its many heads and horns to- 
gether, they beſt know that have felt its 
Arietations, We in England I am ſure 
have reaſon to put into our Litanies, From 
a Popular Tyranny, Geed Lord deliver ns. 
Nay hear St. Aſtin once more, the 
| pe moſt ancient and learned Father of the 
. un Chriſtian Church, how contrary to the 
Fauftum, Falſe Principles of theſe Religionaries, he 
proceeds to back theſe Civil Lawes, with 
the Law of narure it ſelf, Ords natural 
mortalium paci accomodatus hos poſeit, ut 
ſuſcipend: belli authoritas atq; conſilium 
pones Principem ſit ; The courſe of nature 
itſelf accommodated to peace, requireth 
that the only authority and counſel of ma- 
king War ſhould be in the Prince: and 
he gives a reaſon ; for non eſt poteſt as mſe 
8 Deo wel jubente vel ſinente, For there is 
no poiver but of God, either command- 
ing or permitting : and then he anſwereth 
| the objection of all thoſe, who think they 
| onght by force of Armes to reſiſt their 
| Princes for Religion, 'and that by the 
example of the Apoſtles; If, ſaith he, 
| won reſeſiendo interfefti ſunt, ut potiorems

To conclude, Let us look a litle up- 
on the Common Law, which, if any thing,

rofeſlours moſt of them, the forwarcelt 
Incendiaries, and the greateſt Knaves in 
our late troubles ; yet that gives the King 
poiver and prerogative enough ; for it con- 
ftitutes him to be the body Politick; which 
Is a dignity Royal annext to the natural 
body, whereby he is made Lord Para- 
mount, and is not firnamed as others are, 
but ſtiled by the name of the Body Politick, 
ceclaring his Royal Fun&tion, as C aro/us 
Rex : And to ſhew the Nature, Quality, 
Majeſly and Prerogative of that Body, 
I pray you obſerve the Circumſtan- 
Ces, 

Firſt, It cannot hold lands in joint-Te- 
nancy, nor endure a Partner, 

2, It cannot be ſeized to uſes, and ſo 
limited, x 

3, It is not bound to give Livery and 
ſeizin of Lands, nor tied at all to the cir- 
cumſtances of a natural body, 

4. It 
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4. Itis ſuppoſed to be everywhere, ſs 
cannot be Nonſuited, 

5. It cannot do homage, having no Su- 
periour, 

6. That Body is ſo precious, that the 
very imagination onely to compaſs his 
death, is Treaſon, thcugh there be noat- 
tempt at all, 

7. That Body veſted in a bleod,ought to 
deſcend ; and though the natural Body be 
attainted of Felony or Treaſon before,yet 
by the acceſs of this Body Politick, he is 
to take his Inheritance ; for that dignity 
alwayes purgeth the blood, as it did 
im Hemry the Fourth, and Henry the 
Fifth ; for this Body was founded with- 
out Letters Patents, not onely by the 
Civil and Common Lawes, but thoſe 
of Nature, and of Nations, and fer 
tne defence of the people : And if Cri- 
minal cauſes cannot diſable the de- 
ſcent, much leſs can they diſenable his 
Title, when 1t 1s deſcended, For the 
Crown of Exgland is Independent ; 
his jura Regali4 are holden of no Lord 
but the Lord of Heaven : fo it can- 
not eſcheat to any , being holden of 
noye,

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Prom this ſacred Fountain is all autho- 
rity and honour derived : Judges are 
created by it, and have their Commiſſion 
from the King, to judge both Criminal 
and Civil Cauſes, The Conſtables and 
Marſhals Court for Armes and Honour ; 
the Chancery for equity, the Exchequer 
for the Revenues of the Crown, The 
King then alone appointing Judges,who is 
I would fain knov to judg him?
